Berlin, Feb. 17—Ernst Von Wil- 


denbruch, Emperor .William's favor- 
ite'contemporary poet and sometimes 
for that reason called the court poet, 
has written an article on "Germany 
and the Monroe Doctrine," in which 
he says it is clearly in a line with 
Germany's Interest and policy to join 
with the United States in maintain- 
ing the doctrine and expresses the 
hope that the United States will ex- 
tend its authority 
over all Latin 


America. "This," the poet says, 
"may be the greatest struggle of the 
twentieth century. It will be a con- 
test of the Germanic race against 
Latindoin. 
Germany started 
the 


struggle against 
it in 1870 ' and 


America continued it in 1898. It is 
the inevitable strife of the.Germanic 
against the Latin races, which must 
continue until the Germanic race is 
supreme. In this struggle no Ger- 
man can be in doubt as to where his 
sympathies 
and active.aid should

Chicago, Feb. 17.—Intense cold, 


the most severe of the winter, pre- 
vailed today throughout the middle 
west, the temperature ranging from 
1 degree above zero at Louisville to 
24 below at West Superior, 
Wis. 


Official records at other centers were: 
Chicago, 10; Peoria, 14; St. Louis, 6; 
Indianapolis. 8; Milwaukee, 10; Col- 
umbus, 2;

Farther-west and 
northwest the weather was moder- 
ating.

BLIZZAR HITS NEW YORK. 


New York, Feb. 17.—The blizzard 


of last night left New York in a bet- 
ter condition today than was ex- 
pected. The snow ceased falling at 
an early hour, but .began again about 
8 o'clock. Surface and elevated rail- 
road lines were partly crippled, but 
were, not so. badly tied up as by 
•everal .previous, storms this 'winter. 
The predicted big drop in •temp'era-r 
ture;did; not occur.- The velocity'of 
the^rlnd/had decreased considerably 
since; mid-night, when, there was a 
moderate gale. ; tip to 9 o'clock the 
total snowfall in this city, as report- 
ed by the weather bureau, was nine 
and seven-tenths inches. This is by 
far the heaviest fall of snow this 
winter. 


Buffalo,.N..Y., Feb. 17.—The ther- 


mometer at 9 o'clock registered zero, 
the lowest so far this season. Only 
a. few inches of snow have fallen here 
in the last forty-eight hours. Mails, 
nowever, .are . arriving from one to 
five hours late, the latter from the 
west. 


. Schenectady, ST. Y., Feb. 17.—This 
city and vicinity is experiencing the 
worst blizzard of the season. Since 
yesterday afternoon more than, fif 
teen inches of snow have fallen and 
it is still snowing hard.

MINERS ON STRIKE. 


Victoria, B. C., Feb. 17.—The miners
